ALONG LODE 


Bunker Hill /Wine Doing 
Remarkably Well 
Say Reports 


B unker H ill.—The d r if t 
in the 
1950 
level has reached a d ista n c e 
of nearly 
300 feet. 
It is th o u g h t the main ore 
body may be reached in another week or 
so. 
The 1750 level h a s opened up b e­ 
yond all expectations both in size of the 
o re body and rich n ess. 
It is eleven 
feet wide, and about 800 
feet long, 
all 
m illin g ore. 
Such a sh o o t of fine pay 
rock is phenomenal. 
It is the 
best 
level that has been o p ened, 
and leaves 
little room to doubt th at it will continue 
in the level now b e in g run 200 feet 
deeper. 
They have recently put in a 
d istillate forge for th e 
sharpening of 
d rills, which has proven a big saving 
o v er the old coal m eth o d of heating the 
d rills. 
The saving effected by this new 
p ro cess is estimated at fully $3 per day. 
T h e improvement was carried out by the 
su p erin ten d en t E. H. 
H arrington, 
who 
conceived fTie idea th at a distillate fur­ 
n ace 
would prove b o th 
efficient 
and 
econom ical 
He m ade th e change h im ­ 
self, and it has w o rk ed to a charm, 
W ith coal the cost of fuel w as about 84 
p e r day, whereas u n d e r the new system 
it h as been 
reduced 
to less than $1. 
B e s id e s 
which the d r ills are heated 
m u ch quicker, with le s s 
loss of steel 
from oxidization.

R E P U B L IC A N P A R T Y AND P R O S P E R IT Y . 


It is only history repeating itself when organizations or 
individuals clothed with authority and power are made the 
objects of denunciation an d abuse. 
H u m a n nature is m a n y ­ 
sided. 
I t is perhaps tru e tliat all its varied moods are neces­ 
sary to the make-up of a progressive nation or community, 
still it m u st be admitted that all are not equally commend­ 
able. 
I n the clash of ideas— founded up on the inherent diff­ 
erences iu mentality— we see the origin of political parties. 
At the outset such parties are composed of men moved m a in ­ 
ly by patriotic impulses and honest convictions. 
Parties are 
num erically weak at the start, and it is inconceivable th a t 
men would desert the stronger for the weaker body unless 
prompted to such a course from a conscientious sense of 
duty. W h e n parties are firm ly established and more equally 
balanced, movements from the ranks of one to the other are 
often governed by selfish considerations, and unreasoning 
abuse of the higher-ups an d the party iu general follows as 
an inevitable result. 
The republican party has been in control of the affairs of 
the U nited States for 49 years, with two periods of in terrup ­ 
tion of four years each u n d e r Cleveland an d democracy. 
Iu 
its long record of suprem acy it has much to be proud of and 
little to be ashamed of. 
M easured by its achievements it has 
doge m ore for human weal, as well as th e progress of the 
United States, than any other.'party that h as existed w ithin 
historic times. 
In the p a st fifty years the United States h a s 
advanced with marvelous strides to the foremost place am ong 
the nations— in population, in wealth, and the volume of its 
domestic and foreign commerce. 
Fifty y ears ago it stood 
fourth o r fifth in these respects as compai'ed with European 
countries, being exceeded in one or more of these features by 
Great B ritain, France, G erm any and R ussia. 
To-day its 
commerce is equal to th a t of all these four nations combined. 
This unparalleled progress, in spite of a ll assertions of po­ 
litical opponents to the contrary, has been brought about by 
the wise policies inaugurated by the republican party.

H o w to E ra d ic a te D a n d ru ff. 
A hair tonic which is excellent when 
bothered by dandruff is m ade of live 
ounces of bay rum, half a u ounce of 
tincture of cantharides an d lmlf an 
ounce of glycerin. This should lie ap­ 
plied to the scalp every night before 
going to bed. it is well to remember 
in applying any tonic to the scalp that 
it is not so much the am ount you spat 
on your scalp that counts us it is the 
amount you force your pores to ab­ 
sorb. If you will stroke and spat the 
scalp gently you will notice that it 
will respond to the treatm ent and ab­ 
sorb more of the liquid than if you 
merely wet the scalp thoroughly and 
permit the solution to soak in and dry. 


H o w to W a sh Spinach. 
If housewives aud cooks would only 
remember to wash spinach in scalding 
water they would not only get it milch 
cleaner, but kill all insects an d worms 
which m ay happen to he clinging to 
the under part of the leaves; also the 
process is a much quicker one than 
when clean cold water is used, and 
the spinach itself takes on a fresh 
greenness that is unexpected consider­ 
ing tlie temperature of the water. 
It 
should not. however, he w ashed until 
immediately before putting into the 
saucepan. 


H o w to Cleanse the Tcsth. 
It is more important that the teeth 
be cleansed thoroughly at night lief ore 
retiring than at any other time. 
A 
good alkaline mouth wash should lit* 
used. Itinse it thoroughly through the 
mouth and force it through the teeth 
by m eans of the tongue. Ilold the liq­ 
uid in the mouth two or three min­ 
utes. T he mouth with this treatm ent 
is put in an antiacid condition and off­ 
sets to a large degree injury to the 
teeth from acids. Use a fairly stiff 
toothbrush. 


H o w to Cook Venison S te a k . 
Fry until almost done in a small 
piece of butter. Season w ith salt and 
pepper and then add a cupful of sweet 
rrenm. Let boil until it thickens. 


How to Perfume the Breath. 
It is considered bad form to per­ 
fume the breath so that it can be no­ 
ticed easily, but nothing can be said 
against perfuming it just enough to 
sweeten it. 
Buy a piece of orris root 
and chew just a small piece of this. 
A clove placed in the mouth, but not 
chewed, will give an odor of carna­ 
tions to the breath. 
If the clove is 
chewed it must be swallowed right 
away or the odor will become too 
strong. 
It is said a hit of m yrrh held 
in the cheek will give the breath a 
delicately sweet odor. 


How to Make Giblot Gravy. 
Clean an d wash the giblets and put 
them U]) to boil in a small pot, well 
covered w ith water, and season them 
with salt and a little pepper. L et them 
boil till tender, then drain off the 
broth, b u t do not throw it away. Chop 
up the giblets fine and put back in the 
broth, m ake gravy in your usual way, 
strain, an d when ready to serve add 
your chopped gililets. 


H o w to M a k e Pu m p k in B re a d . 
Stew a good sized pumpkin as for 
pies, m ash fine and make stiff with 
flour. Add a teaspoonful of salt. Mix 
well and turn into n greased bread 
pan and bake in a slow oven for tiiree 
hours or more. 
This may be eaten 
hot or cold, but is best if. w hen cold, 
it is cut into thick slices and fried, 
then served with jelly or a sweet 
sauce. 


How to Avoid Poison A c c id e n ts . 
To prevent accidents with bottles 
containing poison buy a dozen tiny 
hells and every time a bottle of poison 
is brought Into the house tie a bell to 
tho neck of tho bottle. 
Even in the 
dark (he Doll will tinkle its warning. 
Tho D ictio nary. 
If you w ant to be really Interested, 
read the dictionary. 
It will tell you

untrue. 
That no new strike has been 
made in the mine and though the de­ 
velopments which have been going on 
for three or four months are looking 
favorable, the ore taken out is of about 
the same quality as has been the yield 
right along. 
The shoot 
was 
struck 
about four months ago. 


In the San Francisco Chronical of the 
24th we see that James V. 
Coleman in 
an interview makes the same statement. 
He says that the profits of the mine are 
about the same for the past month as 
they have been and will not exceed 
810,000. 
The extent of this shoot has 
not yet been determined and Mr Mullen 
states that while it may yield 8200.000 it 
has not yet done so, and they have no 
separate record of its product.—Pros­ 
pect.

lowed the remains to th is city, 
inclund-

and J. 
McMurrav. 
Rev. 
Jackson of 
lone officiated at th e grave, 


Deceased was a n ativ e of Connecticut, 
aged 75 years. 
H e w as esteemed by all 
who knew him as a man who strove 
conscientiously to perform his part in 
all the activities of life. The principle 
of righteousness and a high sense of 
duty were formly unplanted in the mind. 
H e leaves three so n s to deplore the pas­ 
sing of a kind and loving father.

now

ing to identify the unfortunate victims, 
one of th e miners asked the foreman 
if 
he knew who wore a wrist strap. 
The 
forem an’s reply was, " I t is my brother 
A rthur,’’ words can never describe the 
sensation of picking up the half crushed 
skull of a brother, whom he had spoken 
to but a few seconds before, 
more than 
2500 feet down in the bow els of the 
earth, w ith only the ghostly flicker of a 
tallow to recognize his features, said a 
workman, but Jim ,—mean ]g the fore­ 
man 
w as 
cool and coLccted all the 
tim e.” 
The tw o 
victims fell from the 700 
level to the bottom of the sum p, 
a dis­ 
tance of 
over 1800 feet. 
It is supposed 
the sudden jerk of the skip 
when it 
canie in contact with the ostruction on 
the track dashed them against the shaft 
wall, causing them to let go th e ir hold 
on the cable, and they w ere crushed 
against th e shaft. 
Life was probably 
crushed out of both befoie they started 
on their downward flight. 
The sh aft is sunk on the incline, and 
the track upon which the sk ip runs is 
laid w ith strap iron, w hich 
is 
held 
down to the timbers 
by 
means 
of 
spikes. 
W ith the 
heavy 
wear 
and 
friction the spikes are apt to become 
loosened, 
and 
one 
man 
is 
usually 
charged w ith the duty of exam ining the 
track carefully at short intervals to see 
that everything is safe and in good or 
der. 
T h is was the case at th e Central 
Eureka. 
How the weak spot escaped 
detection will never be explained. 
The 
engineer felt the obstruction, and the 
skip was bro ight to a standstill, the 
turned turtle, but not sufficiently to dis­ 
turb the two men seated in th e bottom, 
who escaped unhurt. 
C oroner H. E. Potter was notified of 
the tragedy, and held an inquest the fol­ 
lowing day. 
The jury rendered 
a ver­ 
dict of accidental death.

D avis’ rem ains were taken to Berke­ 
ley, and interred on Monday last, 
and 
Bosotti was laid to rest at Sutter Creek.

AN EASTER 
DISCOURSE 


Notes Taken From the 


Sermon at Methodist 


Church 


At the morning service the pastor, 
Rev. Thos. H. 
Nicholas, 
preached an 
Easter sermon on “ T he one question of 
humanity, “ If a man die, shall he live 
ag ain?” 


This he designated 
as 
the greatest 
question of the age, 
beside which all 
social and political questions pale in in­ 
significance. 
The pastor made it plain 
that this question has been asked by all 
classes and by all ages, and dwelt upon 
the answers that have been given to 
it. 
He spoke of Emerson’s answer, 
“ Why 
need wc trouble ourselves to answer the 
question at all? 
Immortality! we shall 
have it if we deserve it. 
He supposed 
that Emerson meant by this answer that 
if we are not immortal, 
all 
the argu­ 
m ents in the world cannot make us so; 
and, on the other hand, if we are, all 
the materialism that ever has been or 
ever will be, can n ever rob us of the 
life that God has given us. 


He also dwelt on th e answ er given by 
John Stuart Mill, w hich he spoke of as 
subtle philosophy w hich was not helpful 
to us, stating that It matters a great 
deal whether we believe in the doctrine 
of immortality or not, for our lives and 
our actions must be 
more or less the 
result of what we believe, and spoke of 
the doctrine of im m ortality as a very 
important doctrine, and the keystone of 
Christianity. 


He said the doctrine of the soul's im ­ 
mortality is peculiar to Christianity; yet 
it has engaged ¡the thoughts and the at­ 
tentions of the w isest men in all ages, 
and 
gave several 
short 
illustrations 
showing that th e m ost ignorant races be­ 
lieve in a J.iife beyond the grave, and 
make preparation for it. 


He spoke of m an’s nature .crying out 
for immortality, and of Jo b ’s question, 
as a very human question, stating that 
the souil longs for 
immortality, 
and 
shudders at the thought of annihilation, 
of going down to the grave, and being 
forgotten for evermore. 


H e dw.elt on the negative answer to 
the question, 
the an sw er of atheism. 
T he atheist stands up before the world 
and says, “ there is no God, and there 
can be .no im mortality, 
and 
showed 
plainly that an ath eist is no more than 
an animal, no better than a heap of or­ 
ganized dust, a m achine, a body without 
a soul. 
The preacher eudeavored to 
show that the man w ho has no God. and! 
no hope of im mortality is to be pitied,! 
that he sees his 
loved ones one after 
another loewred into the grave, and has. 
no hope of ever seein g them again, far 
to hint there is no oth er life. 


Rev. 
Nicholas d w elt upon 
another 
class o.f answers from those who en ­ 
deavor .to stand neutral, who say: 
“ We 
d o n ’t know, and it m atters not, nobody 
ever came back from the grave to tell 
me, J hav.e never seen God, 
how do .1 
know that there is su c h a Being; 
How 
do I know that Je s u s C h rist was the son 
of God? 
And all th is talk of God and 
of Christ, and of th e Holy Spitit of sin 
and of ho lin ess; of eternal death and 
eternal Efe, of rew ards and punish­ 
ments in a future state of existence may 
be nothing ¡more than 
an invention of 
the priesthood. 


He dwelt in th ese 
answers, 
and 
showed that it does m atter; that we can­ 
not help thinking about 
it, 
and being 
greatly interested in it and then spoke 
of Christianity as giving the best answer 
to this great question, 
that Christianity 
answers this q uestio n in the affirmative. 
C hrist said 
“ I am the resurrection and 
the life.” 


The preacher said that we must not 
look in the grave fo r that which is not 
here. 
Whai we deposit in the grave 
is onlv the oovering—the fshell or the 
house in which o u r friend lived. 
The bible tells us that there will he a 
resurrection, but it is to be a resurrec­ 
tion of the spiritual body, 
we are told 
that tlesh and blood cannot inherit the 
kingdom of God. 
He stated that th e apostle likened the 
resurrection to a see d sown. 
The seed 
is put into the ground, 
it decomposes, 
the old shell passes away, but the prin­ 
cipal of life rem ain s; in a short time it 
appears above the ground with green 
leaves. 
The preacher stated that 
there 
mav not be a single atom of the grain 
of corn in the new plant, 
yet the seed 
has not perished, th ere it is again, the 
same, yet not he sam e. 
The principal 
of life has according to some mysterious 
¡aw taken to itself another hodv of quite 
different particles, 
yet the 
plant 
is 
the development of the same seed, and 
not of another seed, so also is the re­ 
surrection of the dead. 
It is sown in 
corruption, but the life, 
the real self 
remains, to take to itself another body 
suitable to its changed place and needs, 
and it may be to take a more glorious 
form than we have anv conception of. 
Rev. Nicholas th en 
dwelt upon the 
resum p tio n of C h r i s t ; 
that the whole 
Christian church has 
for nearlv 2,000 
years believed in the resurrection of 


Jesus. 
C hrist’s death was not apparent, 
hut real; the piercing of h is side, the 
flowing therefrom of hlood and 
water, 
the Jacttial htirial, the 
grief 
of 
the 
apostles, and the positive statements of 
the scriptures prove beyond the possibi­ 
lity of a doubt that the death of Christ 
was real. 


The preacher stated that 
the apostles 
w ere not the victims of the some hal­ 
lucination, they were eye 
witnesses, 
they visited the sepulchre, nnd found it 
empty. 
He stated further if it 
had 
been possilhle to produce the hodv of 
Je s u s to disprove the resurrection, the 
hitter opponents of Christianity would 
have done so. 
There Is nhundant proof 
that C hrist arose from th e dead; that 
he appeared to a great many 
witnesses. 
He stated that the doctrine of a resur­ 
rection may appear strange to a great 
many, but the evidence for it is infinite­ 
ly greater than that against 
it. 
The 
preacher spoke of this belief in im­ 
mortality as the holiest and most inspir­ 
ing thing under the sun, that it fills us 
w ith courage, and m akes us rich in 
anticipation of future blessedness. 
The 
preacher spoke of the other life 
as 
better than this, that it 
will be free 
from all eniiarrasments, 
and anxieties 
and suffering, and what in all 
true 
Christians there is a longing of immor­ 
tality. 


H e spoke of this land, as the land of 
th e dying, and of the other, as the land 
of the living, that there they live and 
never die. The preacher stated that the 
answ er to Job’s question is direct, 
we 
shall, we are immortal, 
because God 
has told us so, because it is his 
will; 
we have begun to exist, we shall exist 
forever. 
We shall 
all 
live in 
the 
eternal 
state, 
either 
forever glorious 
w ith God in Christ, blessed with 
the 
holy angels, forever sh u t 
in 
From 
all 
danger and alarms, or, in that place for 
banished spirits who have 
shut them ­ 
selves out from God, and who find that 
G od has shut them out from him. 
The 
serm on was closed with 
the statement, 
you will die, but after death, you will 
Dive again, somewhere, 
where? 
And 
w ith the question, where will you spend 
eternity? 
Stating that each person must 
answ er this question Jfo r himself, that 
o ut afterstate will he w hat we make 
it. 
T hat if we will, we m any all meet in 
th e glory land, amid the brightness of 
an everlasting day.

FIRST GOLD 


How th e World’s Great­ 
e s t Alines Were 
Found 


In the 
April number of th e Pacific 
Monthly, 
John L. 
Coninn h as an ar­ 
ticle uro.i "H o w the W orld's 
Greatest 
Mines W ere Found,"and th erein occuts 
the follow ing: 
‘‘How gold was found in C alifornia is 
an oft-told talc, hut the story o f its pre 
discovery is not so well know n. 
In 
1820, the Right Hon. Edward E llice was 
engaged in exploring the past und little 
known territory 
between 
th e 
Rocky 
mountains and the Pacific ocean, 
north 
of the Spanish possessions. 
O ne day 
the captain of one of his sh ip s took to 
him a magnificent specimen 
of 
gold 
quarts, that had been obtained 
from an 
Indian in the Sierra of the p resen t stale 
of C alifornia, and urged hint to send, a 
party to 
m ake a 
full 
Investigation. 
However, the honorable gentlem an 
was 
sini’le hearted in his devotion 
to the 
pursuit of purely scientific 
knowledge, 
and refused to burden his 
m in d 
with 
anything so trivial as a 
D cssilde 
gold 
discovery. 
Years 
afterwards, 
when 
California had set the world aflame, he 
exhibited 
the quartz specimen 
before 
the Royal 
Institution of London, 
and 
told its story. 
An article, published in 
Chambers Journal, lamented h is lack of 
foresight, 
calling 
attention 
to 
what 
might have been. 
If Ellice had foil wed 
the clue g iven him, the English 
would 
have been th e first to occupy th e terii- 
to.'v south of the Columbia river. 
A 
gold discoverv in the C alifornia Sierra 
would have been followed by B ritish oc­ 
cupation o f San Francisco. 
And endless 
amount of diplomtic bickdering would 
have been saved, 
and a boundary line 
would have been established that would 
have rendered 
the Webster-Ashburlon 
treaty forever unnecessary.

The success nf welding by electric arc 
has led to the formation of three w e ld ­ 
ing companies 
in different 
parts 
uf 
Sweden, and on e at Gothenburg 
lins 
placed its plant on an old barge that can 
he towed alongside any steamer needing 
repairs. 
The outfit, as described by 
A. 
Scott Younger, includes a small m arine 
boiler, with a De Laval turbine, 
w o rk ­ 
ing two direct-current dynamos. 
D u p li­ 
cate cables can reach on board 
the 
steamer and to th e inside of the bo ilers 
if necessary, and make it practicable to 
do repairs in tw o places at once. 
O ne 
end of the barge lias a workshop, 
w ith 
anvil and 
vice-benches and 
a 
full 
equipment for m ail repairs. 
The anvil 
block is a steel slab 
lO L inches w id e 
hy 2!» deep supported on two w ooaen 
trestles, and the negative from the dy­ 
namo is clamped to it, the positive b e ­ 
ing the holder—w ith insulated h a n d l e - 
held in the op erato r's left hand. 
The 
currenl pusses through the jaws holding 
the specially prepared rod- 3-1(1 inch 
in 
diameter—used for welding. 
The p iece 
to ne welded, w ith chamfered edges, arc 
secured in position on the anvil block, 
the rod is tou ch ed to the point to 
be 
welded and slightly w'thdrawn, and 
the 
electric arc th u s 
formed quickly m elts 
the end of the rod, causing a drop 
from 
it to adhere to th e work. 
This is ham 
mered and th e process repeated. 
A 
great variety o f work can be done, 
and 
in butt welding a practical rate for % - 
inch plates is about 10 feet an hour.

tion seems to have taken strong hold of 
Sir William, 
however, and his 
latest 
work has led both himself and his 
a s ­ 
sistant to believe that 
the 
elem ents 
silicon, titanium , zirconium, lead 
and 
thorium have b een degraded bv exoosure 
to the radium emanation, into carbon, a 
lighter elem ent of the 
same 
group. 
Whether this vindicates the degradation 
theory as fully as is supposed rem ains 
to be seen. 


In the general microbe scare of recent 
years, danger lias been seen in g reen 
vegetables, but th is fear—like o th e rs— 
has been lately shown to have no real 
foundation. 
T h e supposed discovery of 
soil microbes in the interior of v eg e­ 
table stalks led 
to the conclusion 
that 
there is great ris k in the use of sewage 
and even of ordinary manure in m arket 
gardening.

microbes, and

to get colonies of microbes from

terior.

them heforc ironing. 
One application 
of the hot iron w as found to sterilize all j 
fabrics superficially, and lawns, h and­ 
kerchiefs, fine napkins, etc., throughout 
their thicka^ss. 
Heavier fabrics., lik e 
the Russian linen used for his pro 
tective gown, 
needed ironing at least 
twice on each side to ensure sterilizing 
the interior. 
In heavy woolen cloth the 
ironing did not sufficiently heat the i n ­ 
terior, an 1 thorough sterilization w as 
Impracticable. 
Superficial disinfection 
proved not so valueless as might he 
supposed. 
Infection on such materials 
as velvet and flannel remained on th e 
surface a long tim e , 
and it was co n ­ 
cluded that all danger from sputum and 
pus many be averted by ironing. 


For the matches 
made at Shoiapoor, 
India, the abundant grass of the region 
is used instead o f wood. 
The grass 
is

into tw o-inch 
lengths, winnowed 
and screened info uniform sizes, nnd is 
then boiled five m inutes in paraffin and 
dried in a rotating drum. 
Dcpo'ited in

They are dipped in a so lu ­ 
tion of chlorate of potash, sulphate of 
arsenic, bichloride of potash, powdered

pounds of paraffin suffice for 7000 boxes 
of 80 each. 


For producing th in metallic films, Prof ¡ Work O H Mother Lotlc. 
Houllevigue, a Frenchman, first de- 
L 
posits the metal on a platinum wire and 
then heats this in a high vacuum. 
The 
volatilized metal form s a film on a plate 
of glass rotated near the heated wire. 
Filins of gold, platinum , silver, copper, 
iron, zinc, tin and cadmium have been 
formed.

Inasmuch as a m a n 's muscles develop 
with use, it would 
appear logical that 
the older lie gets th e stronger he should 
become, but sucli is not the case. 
E x ­ 
periments inode w ith thousands of men 
show, says H arper’s Weekly, that the 
muscles of the average man have their 
period of increase and decline, whether 
tie uses them m u c h or little. 
The 
average youth of 17 has a lifting power 
of 280 pounds. 
By h is 20th year his 
power has increased to such a degree 
that he should be ab le to exert a liTting 
power of 320 pounds, 
while his m axi­ 
mum power is reached in his 30th or 
31st year, 3G5 pounds then 
being 
re ­ 
corded. 
At the expiration of the 1st 
year his power begins to decline, very 
gradually at first, falling but 8 pounds 
by the time he is -10. 
From 40 to 50 
the decrease of pow er ts somewhat more 
rapid, having dropped to 330 pounds at 
the latter age, the average lifting power 
of a man of 50, herefore, being slightly 
greater than that o f a man of 20. 
After 
50 years the decrease of strength^ is 
usually rapid, hut th e rate of decrease 
varies so suprisinglv 
in 
individuals 
that it lias been im possible to obtain ac­ 
curate data as to average strengtli after 
that age.
